There are only two plants in last 
Germany where such tubes could be produced if development difficulties 
were overcome - the HF works (Ober spree) in Berlin-0 be r sc ho-sneweide and 
Funkwerk (RET) Erfurt* As ye t 0 neither has developed tubes with su fficiervtl, 
small wave length and sufficiently high power,
